Not 
content with the summary execu- 
tions which immediately followed 
this crime—it is said that in 
Petrograd, where Kirov was shot, 
and in Moscow at least 200 people 
were put to death—the Ogpu_ is, 
now alleging that it has unearthed 
n widesprend conspiracy against 
the State in which Kirov's death 
was but an incident, nnd that the 
people it ia now dragging from 
their homes are all implicated in 
this plot. :

MILITANT FOR PEACE 


Older, sager folk probably can 
offer sound advice about studerits’ 
anti-war strikes. The strike may 
be defined as a form of war.

Strikes 
too often are taken advantage of by 
Communists; — anti-war — strikers 
thus run the risk of exposing their

To Be Made 
Illegal 


.NEW LOCAL LAW 
DRAFTED 


The Gazette contains the dratt 
of an Ordinanee to pYevent the 
making, issuing ond circulating 
of pieces of metal usuilly called 
tokens, 

It Is provided that no piece of 
metal or mixed metals, not being 
money, shall be made, issued or 
circulated in the Colony as a tokeh 
for money, or as purporting that 
the benrer or holder thereof is 
entitled to demand ‘any value 
denoted thereon, either by ‘letters, 
words, figures, marks or otherwise, 
whether such value is to be 
pald oor given in money, 
soods, fares or rervices, or in any 
manner whatsoever. 

Every person who acts in con- 
travention of this seetion will be 
liable on summary conviction to a 
fine not ‘exceeding $200. 

The object of this Ordinance is 
to make it clear that the manufac- 
ture, iseatte and circulation in the 
Colony of pieces of metal, not he- 


Is prohibited, 


The right to authorise the issue! 


‘of metallle tokens ay money or as 
the equivalent of money is a 
Prerogative of the Crown recoynis- 
ed by common Jnw, but now for 


the most part regulated by statute 


or Order in Council. 

The private issue of tokens has 
long been forbidden in the United 
Kingdom and Statutes to that 
effect are now consolidated in sec- 
tion-6~of- the Colnage-—Act~ 1870 
(33. & 34 Viet. «. 10). That Act 
is not In force in the Colony, but 
two Statutes it replaced, namely 
52 Geo. 3, c. 167 and 67 Geo. 3, ¢. 
4G, are npparently in force by 
virtue of section 6 of Ordinance 
No. 8 of .1873.
